“A rabbi complained of an ‘extremely 
dangerous’ trend towards dating be- 
tween Jewish and non-Jewish students 
at the University of Minnesota. Rabbi 
Louis Milgrom said-experience in coun- 
seling Jews at the university leads him 
to believe that ‘the degree of intermar- 
riage as well as interdating continues to 
rise and will not abate until something 
is done ona fairly large scale through- 
out the community.’ ” 


Brotherhood Israel Style 


Newspapers throughout the country re- 
cently carried items to show the world how 
‘tolerant Jews in Israel are of their Christian 
brethern. The New York Times of Sept.11, 
1963 reported that at least 200 Ultra-ortho- 
dox Jews stormed into the Church of Scot- 
land school in Jaffa beating the children and 
causing considerable damage. Riots against 
Christian missionary activities took place 
in three Israel cities. The Jewish youths, who 
were students devoted to the furthering of 
Orthodox Jewish education, broke into the 
courtyard of the Catholic Missionary School 
of St. Joseph, a Christian Brothers School, 
a Finnish Lutheran Mission School causing 
considerable injury and damage.

The Communist Fight for the Negro Cause. 
The two -major capitalist parties, the 
Republican.and Democratic, and their small 


brother, the Socialist Party, have an un-

“gentleman's agreement,” which no capitalist 
politician has dared to violate in the present

` To this brief forward to the following 
essay on some of the basic Negro problems 
in America, we wish to. add the principal 
demands for the oppressed Negro masses as 
embodied in the Platform of the Workers 
(Communist) Party of America: 


1,. Abolition of the whole. system. ef race dis- 
crimination. Full racial, -political, and social 
equality for the Negro race, 

2. Abolition of all laws which. result in seg- 
regation of Negroes. Abolition of ‘all Jim 
Crow Jaws. The law shall forbid: all diserim- 


ination against Negroes in selling or re nting 
houses. 


3. Abolition of all laws which disfranchise 
the Negroes. 

4, Abolition of laws forbidding intermarriage 
of persons of different races. 


5. Abolition of all laws and public adminis- 
tration measures which prohibit, or in prac- 
tice prevent,. Negro children or youth from 
attending general public schools or univer- 
sities. 5 ; 

6. Full and equal admittance of Negroes to 
all railway station waiting rooms, restaur- 
ants, hotels, and theatres, 

7. Federal. law against lynching and, the pro- 
tection of the Negro masses in their right 
of self-defense. 


8. Abolition of discriminatory practices in 
courts against. Negroes. No discrimination 
in jury service. 


9. Abolition of the convict lease Ryokan and 
of. the chain-gang. 5 


10. Abolition of all Jim Crow distinétion in 
the army, navy, and civil service. 


11. Immediate removal of all restri¢tions in 


all trade unions against ‘the Freine p of 
Negro workers. i 
12. Equal opportunity for employment, wages, 
hours, and working conditions for Negro 
and white workers. Equal’pay for equal work 
for Negro and white workers. JeF:
